the city of Chicago must be from 
T. B. tested cows. Whether he was 
right or wrong in this action is 
not a point for our consideration; 
but din you ever stop to think why 
ne established that ruling or why 
that ruling was not established sev­ 
eral years before or why it wasn't 
put off until several years.hence? 
Truth is. without a doubt, that the 
consumers of milk would rather 
have milk from a cow which by 
any test, good, bad or indifferent, 
had been labeled as free of tuber­ 
culosis than to have milk from a 
cow that was labeled as having 
that disease. 
In other words, this 
ruling aimed at better quality of 
product. 
Truth is, too, that they 
didn’t establish that ruling ten or
